SUMMARY: ALLIES APPEAR TO HAVE CLEAR PREFERENCE FOR STRUDELHOF 
PALACE AS SITE FOR COMMON FACILITY. MBFR ADMINISTRATIVE GROUP 
HAS PREPARED REPORT (FULL TEXT BELOW) ON REQUIREMENTS FOR 
FACILITY. ACTION REQUESTED: GUIDANCE ON REPORT IN TIME FOR 
SPC MEETING SEPTEMBER 14. END SUMMARY. 

1. MBFR ADMINISTRATIVE GROUP ON SEPTEMBER 10 REVIEWED AND 
REVISED DRAFT REPORT PREPARED BY INTERNATIONAL STAFF SUMMARIZING 
THE REQUIREMENTS FOR COMMON NATO FACILITIES. REPORT COVERS 

THE BUILDING, FURNITURE AND EQUIPMENT, TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
ARRANGEMENTS, PERSONNEL, AND SECURITY QUESTIONS, AND INCLUDES A 
RECOMMENDATIONS SECTION. INTRODUCTION TO REPORT INCLUDES CAVEAT 
THAT BUDGETARY ASPECTS HAVE YET TO BE RESOLVED. 

2. PRINCIPAL RESULT OF DISCUSSION WAS EMERGENCE OF STRONG 
PREFERENCE FOR STRUDELHOF PALACE AS SITE FOR COMMON FACILITY. 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MAIN ARGUMENTS FOR IT WERE: SUPERIOR SECURITY, EARLY AVAILABILITY 
(MID-TO-END OCTOBER), CONFERENCE ROOM FACILITIES, AND PARKING. 
MAJOR DRAWBACK IS DEMAND BY OWNERS FOR COMPULSORY THREE YEAR 
LEASE. US REP SAID HIS AUTHORITIES COULD HAVE SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES 
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WITH SUCH A LEASE, UNLESS SOME FORM OF ESCAPE PROVISION COULD BE 
WORKED OUT. COMMITTEE AGREED THAT IT WOULD RECOMMEND 
AD REFERENDUM THAT ALLIED REPRESENTATIVE (I.E., BELGIAN EMBASSY 
IN VIENNA) COMMENCE NEGOTIATIONS FOR STRUDELHOF, INCLUDING 
EXAMINATION OF POSSIBILITIES FOR MORE FAVORABLE LEASE. 

ANOTHER POSSIBLE DIFFICULTY WITH STRUDELHOF IS THAT THERE MAY 
ONLY BE ENOUGH SPACE FOR ONE ROOM PER DELEGATION, ALTHOUGH 
MOST MEMBERS OF ADMINISTRATIVE GROUP DOUBTED THAT THEIR 
DELEGATIONS WOULD NEED MORE, SINCE FACILITY WOULD BE USED 
PRIMARILY JUST FOR CAUCUSSING.

2. THE GROUP HAS HELD EIGHT MEETINGS SINCE IT WAS SET UP 
AND HAS REACHED THE CONCLUSIONS SET OUT BELOW. THERE WAS A 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GENERAL CONSENSUS IN FAVOUR OF THESE CONCLUSIONS BUT DELEGATIONS 
WERE ONLY ABLE TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS AD REFERENDUM OWING TO THE SHOR 
T 

TIME AVAILABLE. 

3. SINCE THE MBFR NEGOTIATIONS ARE TO START IN VIENNA 
ON 30TH OCTOBER, IT IS CLEAR THAT NO TIME MUST BE LOST IN 
IMPLEMENTING THE DECISIONS TO BE TAKEN BY THE SENIOR POLITICAL 
COMMITTEE AND THE COUNCIL ON THE STRENGTH OF THE FOLLOWING 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

4. ACTIVE CONSIDERATION IS BEING GIVEN TO THE BUDGETARY 
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ASPECTS BUT CERTAIN DELEGATIONS HAVE YET TO OBTAIN INSTRUCTIONS. 
THIS POINT WILL THEREFORE BE DEALT WITH IN A SEPARATE REPORT.

5. THE SENIOR POLITICAL COMMITTEE HAS ALREADY NOTED THAT 
THERE IS A PREFERENCE FOR THE "FOOT-HOLD" SOLUTION. I.E. FOR A 
BUILDING WITH A LIMITED NUMBER OF ROOMS FOR DELEGATIONS. OFFICES 
FOR THE INTERNATIONAL STAFF AND THE INTERNATIONAL MILITARY STAFF 
AND JOINT FACILITIES. THE GROUP NOTED A REPORT PREPARED BY THE 
MISSION LED BY MR. KUNZIG WHICH RECENTLY WENT TO VIENNA TO LOOK 
FOR A BUIZDING MEETING THESE REQUIREMENTS AND WHICH DESCRIBES 
FOUR POSSIBLE SUITABLE BUILDINGS. IN VIEW OF THE CONTINUED 
SILENCE ON THE PART OF THE AUSTRIAMIY FRID THE 
USE BY NATO OF THE BUILDING AT 21 SCHOTTENRING, THE CHOICE IS 
BETWEEN THE STRUDLHOF PALACE, 83 GUMPENDORFERSTRASSE, AND 
1 RENNWEG. THESE THREE BUILDINGS ARE DESCRIBED BELOW.

TERMINATING THE LEASE IN LESS THAN THREE YEARS, IF NECESSARY, 

BE NEGOTIATED. 

FURNITURE AND EQUIPMENT 

7. IT HAS BEEN AGREED(l ) THAT THE NATIONAL DELEGATIONS 
CONCERNED SHOULD PROVIDE THEIR OWN OFFICE FURNITURE BUT THAT 
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THE INTERNATIONAL STAFF WOULD BE AVAILABLE TO CO-ORDINATE ANY 
PURCHASES WHICH DELEGATIONS MIGHT ASK FOR AND THAT THESE WOULD 
BE MADE ON BEHALF OF THE BELGIAN EMBASSY IN VIENNA. ALL

A TELECOMMUNICATIONS FACILITY LINKED TO THE NATO-WIDE 
COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM WILL BE NEEDED FOR TRANSMISSION OF REPORTS
